tive prices in various areas. This 
will be done as soon as possible. 

Some discussion took place on 
the control of seismograph work on 
road allowances and it was pointed 
out that the regulations are not, 
being carried out. The Premier ad-| 
mitted that this matter was a. 
“headache’’ and intimated that 
some action is being considered. | 

Ata meeting of the executive the, 
matter of financing farmers was 
discussed and the following resolu- 
tion was passed and is being sent to 
Mr. Howe and Mr. Gardiner: 

“Resolved that we consider it im- 
perative that the federal govern- 
ment should immediately make 
provision for some method where- 
by western farmers can be financ- 
ed until a much larger part of the 
1953 crop can be marketed.”

Resident 48 Years 
Dies In Hospital 


Mr. William M. McCulloch, a 
long-time Didsbury resident, died 
Thursday in Didsbury hospital at 
the age of 78 years. 

Born at Wicktonshire, Scotland, 
he came with his parents to 
Kastern Ontario, at the age of 12, 
where they resided for one year. 
They then moved to Winnabigo, 
Minn., where he finished his school- 
ing and as a young man travelled 
over most of the United States. 

Mr. McCulloch was married in 
1902 and settled at Billings, Mont. 
He left there in 1905 and moved to 
the Didsbury district where he 
purchased land. In 1942 Mr. Mc- 
Culloch retired to Didsbury town. 

He leaves to mourn his loss, his 
wife, Mabel; five sons, James, Wal- 
ter and Robert, of Didsbury; Lewis 
and William of Edmonton; ane 
brother, David, of Spokane, Wash.; 
21 grandchildren and 8 great- 
grandchildren. 

Mr. McCulloch was predeceased 
by his first wife, Jessie, in 1940, two 
daughgers, Annie and Agnes, and 
a son, Donald, who was killed in 
action in World War II.

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Duck Is Shot 


Just how it cooked up for eating 
wasn’t discosed by Allan Hildahl, 
of Minot, North Dakota, when he 
reported shooting a Pintail duck 
which was at least 17% years old. 

Arriving at the age of the bird 
was a simple matter because it was 
a banded duck and the metal tag 
on the bird’s leg gave the informa- 
tion that it had been banded by the 
Fish and Wild Life Branch of 
Washington, D.C., May, 1936. 

Because it was banded at that 
time it means the duck must have 
been at least a full-sized bird and 
at least six months old. It might 
even have been a few years older. 

Mr. Hildahl shot the bird while 
hunting south of Torquay, Sask. 
The hunter got the “old one” and 
one other Pintail with one shot.” 

The information on the band has 
been forwarded to the Fish and 
Wild Life Branch at Washington.

Reskohchewsn map may not be the 
home of Canada’s millionaires but 
it has always been noted as the 
home of the generous-hearted 
when it comes to national appeals. 
The experience of CARE, a non- 
profit organization for relief, is no 
exception. Saskatchewan has, over 
the years, consistently see-sawed 
between a position of second or 
third in provincial donations in 
spite of the far greatetr wealth of 
many of the other provinces. 

CARE officials continue to find 
that the greatest need for assist- 
ance lies with the Asiatic peoples 
of the world. Korea's need is per- 
haps even greater, rather than less, 
since the truce, as the homecom- 
ing soldiers report that the Korean 
civilian loses a friend in need with 
every homecoming veteran. The 
army has always been a great 
haven for the poor and hungry. 

When everything else has failed 


the daily garbage disposal of the 
various army units has been 


awaited every day by crowds of pa- | 
thetically hungry Koreans who go | 


through every slightest scrap as 
avidly as a connoisseur selecting 
great delicacies, 

To people who have been re- 
duced to this level it is hard to 
estimate what a CARE parcel 
means. It is the difference between 


| life and death in many cases and it 


is no wonder that returning vet- 
erans have joined the organization. 
They have been among the first to 
contribute to the worthy cause. 

A special parcel for Korean civil- 
ians is offered by CARE at present 
for the nominal price of $5. It is 
a 27-pound parcel and includes four 
and a half pounds of surplus meat. 

Since 1946 CARE has shipped 
the equivalent of the following 
foods: floor for 400,000,000 loaves of 
bread; 275,000 turkeys, 125.000 pigs, 
2,000,000 cans of baby food, 32,000 
head of cattle, 27,500,000 pounds of 
butter and fats, 31,200,000 bowls or 
rice, 67,500,000 cups of tea. 

Five hundred and ten miles of 
woolen suiting material, blankets, 
layettes, knitting wool, underwear, 
stockings and others garments have 
been dispatched, plus hundreds of 
yards of cotton to be made up. 

Tools have gone out in the form 
of 2,506 ploughs, 13,760 agricultural 
handtools and 6,000 industrial hand 
tools. 


Medical supplies have been sent 
to the extent of 6,700 items of 
nurses’ and midwives’ equipment, 
$10,000 worth of wheelchairs, and 
kits for the blind and disabled, and

What was once referred to as 
Armistice Day, with particular ref- 
erence to the war of 1914-18, has 
now become Remembrance Day, 
and calls to mind the sacrifice of 
life made during the two world 
wars. War, which at one time was 
carried on as a specialized activity 
by military forces, has now be- 
come a holocaust involving all the 
world, both soldier and civilan. It 
is the gravest social problem of 
our time, although its basic causes 
have existed in the sinful heart 
since the beginning of time. 

The use of more and more pow- 
erful methods of destruction, on a 
vaster scale than ever before, has 
merely emphasized the moral is- 
sues already in existence. Human- 
ity, organized on national 
has been willing to expend far more 
for guns than for God; more for 
munitions than for missions. Those 


who have died on the field of battle | 


have no wish that we, who are the 
beneficiaries of their sacrifice, 
should die as they have died. 
Rather their wish would be that 
we should so apply ourselves to the 
problems of life that an equivalent 
sacrifice, in ways that make for 
peace, would have its effect in pre- 
venting wars. 

Three well-Known members of 
parliament, who are members of 
the United Church, have expressed 
the concern of lay people in this 
matter of the bearing of Christian 
faith in its social consequences. 
The Hon. Lester B. Pearson has 
stated that: “In the troubled world 
of today, in which the significance 
of Canada’s part is increasing, it is 
important that the citizens of this 
country should take a greater in- 
terest in international affairs. It 
is, therefore, encouraging to know 
that members of the United Church 
are devoting increasing attention to 
the position of the church in world 
affairs and are applying the test 
of Christian ethics to the conduct 
o* our foreign policy.” 

The Hon. Gordon Graydon has 
said: “It is but natural and practi- 
cal in these critical days that mill- 
tary preparedness and economic 
stability, coupled with international 
sharing on a generous scale with 
the underprivileged peoples of the 
earth have a vital place.

In the long run, row- 
ever, the nation or community 
which puts on the whole armour of 
God and places its emprasis on 
moral and spiritual values will 
survive.”
